A. Three: the Legislative, the Executive 
and the Judicial,

and make enemies.

A. The right to change its mind. 

Q. Who are the principal officers of the 
United States f 

A. The President, the Vice President and 
the Yellow Journals. 

Q. By whom are the President and Vice 
President appointed f 

A. By Boss-ridden National Conventions. 

Q. By whom are the Yellow Journals 
appointed? 

A. By themselves. 

Q. How are the laws of the United States 
made f 

A. They are suggested in the House and 
enacted in the Senate. 

Q. What is the Senateofthe UnitedStatesf 

A. Give it up. ^ 

Q. What is the House of Represen- 
tatives f 

A. David B. Henderson, successor to 
Thomas B. Reed. 

0. How often do Congress meet f 

A. As often as they can "do" the people. 

Q. Where do they meet f 

A. Over two unlicensed canteens, in the 
City of Washington. 

0. In whom is the Judicial power of the 
United States vested f 

A. In the Supreme Court of the United 



States, when it does not run against the 
the Chicago platform; and in such number 
of inferior Courts as may be necessary to 
provide places for extinct Statesmen. 

Q. What is the distinction between the 
National and State Governments f 

A. None when the Old Flag and an 
Appropriation are involved. 

Q. What are the State Governments f 

A. Principally organized Trusts. 

Q. How are they conducted? 

A. By White Caps, Red Shirts, Lynchers, 
Regulators and Railroads. 

Q. How are the Governors of the States 
selected f 

A. Some by the people; some by the 
pitchfork. 

Q. What is the chief object of law f 

A. Usually to shield criminals; occasion- 
ally to prevent lynchings. 

Q. What offences are punishable with 
death in the United States t 

A. Mugwumpery, peaching and going to 
West Point. 

Q. In what way is the death penalty in^ 
flictedf 

A. By electrocution, elocution, hanging 
and hazing. 

Q. How are crimes not capital punished f 

A. By furnished rooms and parlor board 
in Ludlow Street Jail, and a trip pass to 
Havana. 

Q. How is the guilt of an offender ascer- 
tained. 

A. By investigating the Post Office 
Department. 
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
